IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claims 7, 9 and 28 have been amended as follows: 

7. (currently amended) The method according to claim 1_, wherein the interference 
cancellation gain provided by the interference cancellation technique is established from 
the dominant interference ratio using a predefined function. 

9. (currently amended) The apparatus according to claim 8, further comprising: 
an interference canceller configured to apply the interference cancellation 
technique to the radio channel candidate and potentially interfering signals. 
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28. (currently amended) The computer program according to claim 2J_, wherein the 
interference cancellation gain provided by the interference cancellation technique is 
established from the dominant interference ratio using a predefined function.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 5-9, 11-13, 16, 18, 20, 21 and 26-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The limitations, 
"using, by the controller, the dominant interference ratio to establish an indication as to an 
interference cancellation gain provided by the interference cancellation technique, the 
interference cancellation gain being used to establish a criteria for channel selection; using, by 
the controller, the interference cancellation gain to modify the carrier to interference ratio; and 
using, by the controller, a criteria based on the dominant interference ratio and on the 
modified carrier to interference ratio in a channel selection process for selecting a channel for the 
connection to be established," in independent claims 1, 8, 12, 16 and 21, along with other 
limitations of the claims have not been found or suggested by prior art including the IDS 
submitted on 28 July 2009.
